As an instance of his unconscious 
foresight, his fine exhibit as a real 
estate speculator is shown in Cen­ 
tral park, which, with the adjoining 
Manhattan square, he bought in 1839 
for five million dollars. When he made 
this purchase and proposed walling 
the property in for the purpose of a 
breathing place and pleasure ground 
for his sons and daughters for all 
time, the idea was ridiculed by many 
of the townsfolk, who looked upon 
n hat is now Fifty-ninth street as ^ 
distant country or, at least, a rural 
district too remote to be of any ininu‘- 
diate oonct rn to New Yorkers.
